BEEF TRUST FACES 


DISSOLUTION SUIT 


Government Plans Civit Ac- 
tion Following Failure of 
Criminal Prosecution of 
Ten Chicago Packers. 


ON WICKERSHAM’S ORDER. 


Attorney ‘General Directs New 
Proceedings if National Com- 
pany Does Not Volun- 
tarily Break Up. 


The government's ten year battle against 
the “beef trust,” acqtiitted of criminal 
charges a few weeks ago, will be resumed 
shortly in the civil courts. The assauit, in 
the form of a suit for dissolution, will be 
directed against the National Packing com- 
Pany as the main pillar of the trust.“ 

The department of justice also gives indi- 
cation that the abandonment of the charges 
of perjury du the criminal prosecution 
This issue, however, 

f less import than the civil! suit. 

Attorney Gene ‘Wickersham summoned 
District Attorney James H. Wilkerson to 
Washington early in the week for a coufer- 
ence on the beef trust situation. The 
result, it was announced in Washington yes- 
terday, was tne determination to give the 
National Packing company}ejbrief extension 
of the time set for dissolution, and if a pro- 
gram is not then submitted, to filesuitin the 
United States District court in Chicago for 
immediate separation of the company into its 
parts and into its several ownerships. 

Dissolution involves the distribution of 
$50,000,000 assets and the $150,000,000 annual 
gross business of the “mushroom” com- 
pany, whose stock is now divided among 
Swift & Co., Armour & Co., and Morris & Co. 

An Illinois jury a few weeks ago acquitted 
ten of the leading packers of a criminal 


act. That issue is over. It remains possible, 
however, to exterminate the union of the big 
interests In the National, and this the gov- 
ernment purposes doing. 


_ Company Directorate Changes. 

The make-up of the directorate of the Na- 
tional Packing is unchanged from the time 
shortly after the indictments were brought 
in, except that Edward Tilden, the president, 
the ten indicted packers, and several others 
severed official connection with the , com- 
pany’s affairs, thus removing some of the 
more patent evidence of the close relations 
of the Swift, Armour, and Morris companies 
through, the National.

DEATH MYSTERY. 
ENDS HONEYMOON

TRAGEDY ENDS ROMANCE. 


Ten week ago Charles J, Renshaw married 
the girl for whose hand he had strived for 
years. He finally worked up to a responsible 
position as salesman for the Milwaukee 
Dustless Bruch company. From the day of 
their marriage they planned the furnishing | 
of a little cottage they were building at 2735 | 
Wilcox avenue. 

The cottage was completed last Saturday 
and they moved into it, arranging their furni- 
ture just as they had planned. They believed 
life had just started. 

Yesterday the Renshaws were found dead 
in the bedroom of the new cottage. At first 
it was thought they had been asphyxiated by 
a gas heater the bridegroom had installed to 
save his wife from bothering with a coal 
stove. Later accidental poisoning was sus- 
pected, and an autopsy will be held this morn- 
ing. They had been dead for fully twenty- 
four hours. 

The discovery of their bodies was made by 
Gottfried Gutknecht, 2835 Warren avenue, 
the contractor who had built the cottage op 
Renshaw’s specifications. He went around 
to make a final inspection of the building and 
learn whether the owners were satisfied. 
There was no response when he tried the front 
door and he went to the rear. His raps, un- 
answered, he tried the door, found it un- 


locked, and hurried in, stumbling over Ren- 


shaw’'s body. 


Coffee to Be Anal 

Gutknecht ran to a physician’soffice as soon 
as he had thrown open a window, but exami- 
nation showed the Renshaws long had been 
dead. The heater was still burning. On the 
kitchen table stood two partly filled coffee 
cups, 

The police theory that the heater had ex- 
hausted the oxygen was weakened by the fact 
that the kitchen window was open several 
inches and both bodies were nearly fully 
dressed. 

It was auggested as possible that in moving 
from their former residence the hewe 
pad mixed up their effects and possibly al- 
‘lowed poigon to fall into their cooking imple- 
ments. An analysis of the coffee may solve 
the puzzle. None of their friends appears @o 
know any reason for intentional suicide. 

Believed Real Life Just Started, 

“They seemed happy,” said Gutknecht, 

“and ambitious. They had told me how they 
had saved every penny toward their new 
cottage, and believed their real life had 2 80 
started.“ 

Renshaw's mother is believed to be living 
at Mendota, III.

_A RIGHT IS DEMANDED. 

The objections of the Illinois Central rail- 
road to the bill which would confer the right 
of eminent domain on the souch park com- 
mission are two: : 

One, general, to the grant of this right to 
a municipal corporation whien might use 
it against the railroad corporation: the sec- 
ond, specific, to the provision of the bill that 
the fact an individual or corporation has 
been made defendant to any condemnation 
proceedings shall not establish any pre- 
sumption as to the p validity or ettent of the 
title. 

The first ee will not be urged very 
heartily or earnestly in publics It may be 
a guiding influence with the railroad com- 
pany, but it cannot be defended. The right 
of the state to confer on a municipa) ecor- 
poration’ the-same power which is conferred 
on railroads will not be disputed sinceteiy. 

The Illinois Central railroa’ in a previous 
session of the legislature prevented the pas- 
sage of a condemnation bill which did not 
contain the clause to which objection now 


reported out of committee, and it was well 
understood that it could not be forced out. 


t was because of the failur2 of that at- 
empt that the present efforts ure being 
made. If the south park commissioners are 
to be in a position to deal on equal terms 
with the railroad corporation they must 
have the power of condemnation, whether 
they want it or not. 

With regard fo the specific objection, it 
may not be polite, but it is at least frank, to 
reply that the provision represents the fear 
that the Illinois Central railroaa is in pos- 
session of land which does not belong to it. 
To brifig the company into court in cofidem- 
nation, proceedings would he to cuncede the 
validity of its title, unless such a provision 
be given effect. 

The company protests that the proposal 
overrides all decisions and ignores lawful 
and equitable p'ccedure.

Many of the 150,000 or more persons who 
were in the lines had come there to have 
fun over the sight of a band of short haired 
women and feminine freaks tramping up the 


street shouting raucously, “ Equal rights.” 

But somehow it did not turn out that way 
and the gibes and jeers, except from the 
helf baked youths, were much forced when 
they were used et all. 

Women Workers in Line. 

Not even the youths in question could find 
much sport in laughing at 4,000 or 5,000 wom- 
en who make their own living—who are the 
doctors, lawyers, nurses of their sex, who 


are school teachers, bookkeepers, investi- 


gators, milliinera, dressmakers, or workers 
in the factories that turn out everything 
from shirtwaiets to grand pianos. 

They could not even get up much anima- 
tion over the 1,000 or more men who were 
ip the line of march. These men were Tot 
long haired; they did not wear shawls, and 
some of them locked as if they were pretty 
well able to take care of themselves if any- 
body got too gay with them. 

Therefore, all Fifth avenue, from about 
Bighth street clear up to Fifty-seventh 
street, and across to Carnegie hall remained 
to applaud. In that respect the parade today 
was much of a success, and all the leaders

Late Hour Stops Some. 
To tell the truth, the number of those in 
the parade did not come up to expectation 
this afterncon The suffrage leaders had

“The People Who Can Make or 
Break the Constitution Should 
Rule the Courts.“ 


QUOTES ADVICE OF “MR. DOOLEY” 


Members of the Chicage Lawyers’ associa- 
tion were stirred yesterday by a luncheon 
speech of Charles Frederick Adams of New 
York, an associate of Joseph Choate. He 
spoke in advocacy of the judiciary recall and 
the pupremacy of the will of the people over 
legislation and executives and courts — 

About one hundred members of the asso- 
ciation applauded the speech, delivered at 
Vogelsang’s restaurant. Among those who 
crowded about Mr. Adams to confese a har- 
mony in ideas was Hdward F. Dunne, former 
judge and Democratic candidate for the Al- 
noig governorship. 

Mr. Adams said that m many administra- 
tions the judiciary committee of the United 
States senate has been a more elficient in- 
terpretative body than the Supreme court, 
because the members of the highest tribunal! 
were “too often in the waning glory of a 
brilliant career. who get appointments as 
a consolation prize after defeat in a sena- 
torial race. He spoke of the justices dozing 
during important arguments. 


Advice for the President. 

“The president and the people should not 
‘be baffled by a dyspeptic old man who gays 
a certain law is unconstitutional / urged Mr. 
Adams, Loet the pre#ident regard tbe law 
‘as in effect and see what the old judge can 


„ am reminded by your Mr. Dooley of 
Chicago, who was commenting on a proceed- 
ing before the United States Supreme court 
that involved a quantity of lemons. After 
many hours of discussion a voice in the court- 
room interrupted with, ‘How about the lim- 
mons?’ ‘ What do I care about the old lim- 
mong the counsel is supposed to have re- 
torted and went on with hig metaphysical 
analyses. 

“It was brought out in the case that the 
constitution followe the flag, and Mr. Dooley 
said: ‘There is wan sure thing. Hinnissey, 
and that is that the court will follow the Illic- 
tion returns.’ 


People Should Rule the Courts. 

It ig inevitable that the people, who can 
make or break the constitution, should rule 
thé courts, and with this in mind it should 
‘be the ambition: of all to see that the judici- 
ary be organised into an orderly, @elibera- 
tive, rationel machinery. 

“At a recent conference of governors, 
where the question of the recall was brought 
up, some objected, saying that the electoral 
is a matter of caprice and mob mind. Gov. 
Giichrist replied: ‘ Then we all hold our po- 
sitions by caprice and mob mind.’ ”’ 

He repeated several times that the judici- 
ary institution should not hold itself as eu- 
perior to the legislative or executive, inas- 
much as it is created and subject to regula- 
tlom by them. 


“GET VACCINATED,” WARNING; 
CONTAGIOUS DISEASES RIFE. 


Increase of 259 Cases Over Corre- 
sponding Week Last Year—Fifteen 
Smallpox Patients in Hospital. 


There were 269 more cases of contagious 
disease reported to the health department in 
the week ending May 3 than in the corre- 
sponding week last year. The increase-is 
more than 26 per cent. On the other hand, 
the death rate of Chicago during the week 
just ended was 1 per cent less than during 
the corresponding week a year ago. 

“‘ There are fifteen cases off smallpox in the 
isolation hospital,“ the report states. “Ali 
are there because of neglect of vaccination. 
Only one of these fifteen ever had beem vac- 
cinated, and that was forty yearsago. Ten 
of these cases are children under 7 years of 
age, which shows a criminal) neglect on the 
part of parents to protect their children from 
gsmalipox by vaccination. 

Two of the cases are unvaccinated school 
children, who contracted the disease from a 

playmate who came from a home where 
emailpox existed unknown to the department 
of health. 

“To be proof against smaslipox persons 
must be vaccinated. After securing one 
typical result retrials should be made every 
seven to ten years to be sure the protective 
influence bas not run owt. Children are all 
safe from smmalipox if vaccinated.“

Handlers and Clerks for Railroads 
Walk Out at Midday. 


HIGHER WAGES DEMANDED. 


Company Offers of Material Advances 
Rejected. 


Between 6,000 and 7,000 freight handlers 
and receiving and delivery ‘clerks employed 
dy raillroade entering Chicago walked out 
yesterday at noon. This action followed a 
vote taken Friday night at a meeting in Hod 
Carriers’ hall, when a proposition submitted 
by the re was turned down by a de- 
cisive vote. * 

The railroads offeras an advance of 5 cents 
a day to freight handlers and $2.50 per month 
toc 

The men asked an increase of 10 cents a 


day to freight handlers and $5 per month to 


clerks, with a nine and one-half hour day 
in place of a tem hour day, half holidaye on 
Saturday with full pay, a twa, weeks’ 
vacation each year with full pay for em- 
ployés in service @ year or more. 


old Agreement Expites. 

Under the old agreement, which expired 
May 1, the freight handlers were receiving 
22 cent an hour for @ ten hour day and 
the clerks from $60 to $67.50. 

All roads were affected except'those whose 
freight handlers do not belong, to the union. 
Among these-were the Erie, Alton, Penn 
vania, and in part the Chicago and North- 
western. The latter employs union men only 
at ite Wood street station. These went out, 
but the nonunion freight handlers at State 
street and Grand avenue remained in ger. 
ice. : 

Handle Situation Easily. 

Yesterday being a light day for freight. 
the rallroads had little difficulty in handling 
the situation and have today in which to 
prepare for taking the places of the strilvers. 

General managers of the different roads, 
who have jurisdiction over the freight han- 
dlers, expressed a determination to fill the 
places of the strikers and have been aspured 
protection by the police. . 

Detachments of police were stationed at 
all the freight terminals in the city.

FIND TWIN DEATHS DUE TO GAS 
BURNING OXYGEN OUT OF AIR. 


Coroner’s Jury Solves Mystery of the 
Renshaws, Found Guffocated in 


Their New Residence. 


The mystery of the deaths of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charies J. Renshaw, who were found on Fri- 
day in their cottage at 2785 Wlicox avenue, 
was solved yesterday at the coroner’s in- 
quest at 2923 Van Buren street. They were 
suffocated by nonoxide gas which formed 
when @ gas heater burned all the oxygen out 
of the air. They had been married less than 
4 year. : 

Police from the Warren avenue station 
found the temperature inside the house was 


180 degrees. The gas burner beneath the 
water boiler in the kitchen waglighted. The 


water in the tank hed been boiled dry. A 
window in the kitchen was down twe inches 
from the top, but this was not sufficient to 
prevent the pollution of the air. 
Mr. Renshaw himself installed the heater 
which caused the deaths. The cottage was 
completed only last Saturday, and the owner 
put in the connections for the heater after 
the contractor had turned the place over to 
him. There is a city ordinance compelling 
the connecting of water heater burners with 
flues.’ It was adopted three years ago, after 
the coroner’s office made tests which proved 
that the open flame poisoned the air.

A POINT OF ETHICS. 
An interesting interchange has taken 
place in a New York newspaper between 


two American admirals on the ethics of Mr. 


J. Bruce Ismay’s escape from the Titanic. 

The debate began with an open letter 
from Admira! Chadwick protesting against 
the criticism of Ismay as “the acme of 
emotionalism.” Admiral Chadwick justi- 
fied Ismay's action on the ground that 
Ismay took the last boat half filled and no 
one else was seen near when he entered it. 
Admira! Chadwick was also greatly im- 
pressed with the wisdom of “ preserving a 
life so valuable to the great organization to 
which Mr. Ismay belongs.” 

This communication brought a prompt 
response from the formidable pen of Ad- 
mira] A. T. Mahan, who deplored anticipa- 
tory comment pending the investigation, but 
remarked that anticipatory opinion justi- 
fied anticipatory comment. 

Admiral Mahan asserts that for all the 


does of life the company is responsible, in- 


dividually and collectively,” and that while

Ismay’s duty was not to those who could 
escape but to all on board, and Chadwick 
shows the weakness of his case by claiming 
that Ismay should not have taken the chance 
of missing the last boat in order to try to 
find another passenger. Ismay’s duty was 
of the highest kind, and he should have re- 
solved every doubt in favor of his arene 
gers, not himself: 


Finally; Admiral Chadwick falls back 


upon a plea of Christian charity in judg- 


ment: 

He, as the head of his company, shoulders, in the 
final analysis, the responsibility of a great loss of 
ute, and besides the weight of thig, there is the 
destruction of high hopes and great anticipations. 
Let us put ourselves in his place, and apply the 
great principle of doing to othersas we would have 
others do te us. It is due to our character, to our 
pentiment of fair play. to the Christianity to which 
we lay claim.

Admiral Mahan’s rebuke is timely. There 
is too much careless good nature in publie 
judgment upon shirked responsibility. 
There is too much careless assumption of 
responsibility among those who are, in fact, 
trustees of the lives of others. Ifa tithe of 
the ingenuity and driving purpose given to 
profit getting had been devoted to life pro- 
tection there would have been no Titanic 
disaster and no call upon Director Ismay to 
take bis chance with the rest of the men aud 
women who were compelled to go down 
with his ship, 

No one wants to persecute Mr. Ismay. 
But he has a heavy responsibility upon his 
shoulders, which he shares with every di- 
rector of the International Mercantile Ma- 
tine. It ic up to him and te them to show

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HOME RULE BILL 


Leaders will Apply Rigid 
Closure When the Third 
Reading Comes. 


GAINS FOR THE LIBERALS. 


Victory in By-Election Adds to 
Strength of Ministry and 
Its Allies,

LONDON, May (Interest in the Titanio 

Gisaster still is unabated. Questions are 

daily asked in large numbers in the house of 

commons and the workingmen’s leaders are 


insisting specially on a proper representation 
ot the sailors and other employés and else 


of the steerage passengers at the inquiry. 

Publio interest, however, is considerably 
diminished, especially owing to the great 
length to which the dally papers reported the 
investigation in Washington In spite of 
some criticism ag to the method and resent- 
ment at some of the personal attemtion paid 
to some Englishmen, the general feeling ip 
England ts one of gratitude for the fearless 
and thoroughgoing attempt to bring out all 
of the facts by the Washington committee. 

While prohably no great crowd will attend 
the Landon inquiry, the feelings of com- 
bined apprehension and indignation go deep 
down and if the members of the inquiry com- 
mittee in any way seem to shirk Investigat- 
ing the whole subject to its depths a storm 
of incignation is certain to rise. 

The relief contributions continue to pour 
in and they now reach such an enormous 
amount a@ to give some anxiety as to the 
best means of ddministering them. 


Commons Calm at Crisis. 

But the submergence of every other topic 
by the Titanic has passed away and greater 
interest now is diverted over the tremendous 
domestio battle. 

Nevertheless, the appearance of the house 
of commons would not suggest to any visitor 
that England was passing through a moment 


of great revolution; This is partly due to the 


long drawn and lengthy debates and to the 
knowledge of every niember of parliament 
that, as the division on the second reading 
was postponed till Thursday of next week. 
there is no necessity of regular attendance 
in the house of commons. 

The audiences during the week were usually 
scanty and signs of vehement party feeling 
were conspicuous by their absence. 


Eager to Finish Fight. 

This is one of the many signs that public 
opinion in England can no longer be exerted 
elther by affrighting spectérs or the re- 
gious appeals which did such excellent 
work against home rule in the old days. 
Indeed, England may be described as bored 
by home rule and eager to have done with it. 

This fact ps to create that feeling of 
absolute confidence of its coming into a law 
which now inspires the Liberals and Irish. 

Indeed. the hopefulness of spirit has man- 
ifestly increased and has been daily grow- 
ing in the Liberal part) from the first mo- 
ment of the introduction of the bill. and the 
@ry rot which was threatened from the loss 
of some by-elections through the Insurance 
act was arrested by the return of a Liberal 
member this week without the Tories mak- 
ing even an attempt to defeat him. 

Similarly the honors of the debate continue 
to remain with the home rule speakers. 
Winston Churchill made one of the greatest 
speeches of his career, and Sir Edward Grey, 
khown as a safe and cautious man. with 
strong imperialistic instincts, profoundly 
moved the house and. secured any wavering 
members in that Liberal-imperialist section 
of which he was formerly a conspicuous 
leader. 


Expects a Greater Majority, 

It is certain now that the majority on the 
second reading next week wil] be greater 
than on the first, as three Irjsh and severa) 
Liberals and Labor members who were ab- 
sent through {llness will be able to vote and 
probably the majority will rise to 100 instead 
of 94 as on the first reading. 

The Welsh church disestablishment is not 
going so well as home rule, as no enthusiasm 
is bebind it outside of the Welshmen, and 
many Liberals 2 are churchmen are 
wabbly. One such Liberal will move rejec- 


> 


tion of the bill, but this measure also will 


pass into a law. 

The chief foreign 13 of the week 
was the closing of the Dardanelles, inflicting 
an immense loss on English shipping, but 
England's pressure ; succeeded in bringing 
that to an end and thus raising Sir Edward 
Greys great prestige. 


Convention Ends Criticism. 

Criticism of the details of the home rule 
bill by Ireland was practically ended by the 
immense size and unbroken unanimity of the 
Irish convention, and though some com- 
plaints still are made with regard to the 
financial arrangements of the bill, nothing 
remains which cannot be adjusted, and Red- 
mond and his party will be able to defend 
even that portion of the measure. 

The ministers already are considering what 
will be the best method to put down mi- 
bustering tactics. A rigid closure is regarded 
as inevitable. but opinion differs as. to 
whether that remedy should be applied be- 
fore entering on the committee stage of the 
bill or postponed. 

It ie now pretty certain that the ons- 
tee stage will not be finished in this part of 
the session, as both ministers and members 
are too fatigued to stand the strain of a 
session prolonged to September. It is proba- 
bie the house will rise early in August and 
reassembie in October and then sit til! 
Christmas.
